Airport proposal rejected

PLANS for an airport in the Thames 
Estuary have been turned down. 

The Airports Commission this week 
rejected 'Boris Island' - Tory London 
mayor Boris Johnson's plan to build a 
'hub airport' off of the Isle of Grain in 
Kent. 

The Government body said the 
scheme was too expensive and would 
cause so much environmental damage 
that it could be impossible to mitigate. 
It also warned that the estuary's 
wildlife population increased the 'risk 
of birdstrike', which would have 'un¬ 
favourable' implications for passen¬ 
gers. 

Sir Howard Davies, chair of the 
Airports Commission, said even the 
most basic version of Boris's plans 
would have cost taxpayers up to £60bil- 
lion. 

He said: “There are serious doubts 
about the delivery and operation of a 
very large hub airport in the estuary. 
The economic disruption would be 


huge and there are environmental hur¬ 
dles which it may prove impossible, or 
very time-consuming, to surmount. 

“Even the least ambitious version of 
the scheme would cost almost £70bil- 
lion - £90billion, with much greater 
public expenditure than involved in 
other options - probably some £30bil- 
ion - £60billion in total. More ambi¬ 
tious schemes would cost considerably 
more.” 

Southend, Thurrock and Essex coun¬ 
cils had all vocally opposed the plans. 

Local fishermen said the develop¬ 
ment would damage their businesses, 
while politicians said it would generate 
congestion, noise and pollution. 

Thurrock Council leader John Kent 
(Lab) voiced concerns about environ¬ 
mental damage, saying the develop¬ 
ment would jeopardise the protected 
habitats of local wildlife, including 
300,000 migrating birds. 

Southend Tory MP David Amess said 
in 2012 that he and 'an overwhelming 
majority' of Essex and Kent MPs were 
'totally opposed' to the plans.

AMBULANCE response 
times for ’immediately life- 
threatening’ incidents missed 
targets in five of the first 
seven months of 2014. 

Average response times to 
the ’R2 calls', which include 
breathing difficulties and seri¬ 
ous strokes, have increased 
across Essex since 2010. 

East of England 
Ambulance Service guidance 
states at least 75 per cent of 
R2 calls should be responded 
to within eight minutes, but 
average response times were 
over eight minutes in March, 
April, May, June and July of 
this year.

spokesman said: “Simply 
put, we need more frontline 
staff and more ambulances to 
reach people more quickly 
and help improve patient 
outcomes. Demand and 
resourcing is the biggest fac¬ 
tor.” 

The service said chief exec¬ 
utive Dr Anthony Marsh, 
who joined in January, had 
committed to recruiting 400 
student paramedics in 
2014/15, maximising clinical 
staff, speeding up replace¬ 
ments of ambulances and 
equipment and reinvesting 
back office money into front¬ 
line services.

Essex Council leader 
David Finch (Con) wel¬ 
comed the news. He said: “I 
am pleased that Sir Howard 
Davies has finally ruled out 
the Boris Island plan, which 
has always been pie in the 
sky. 

“The Government needs to 
focus on sensible growth at 
airports like Stansted and 
Southend while investing in 
the Heathrow hub we know 
the UK economy needs.” 

Boris Johnson blasted the 
decision as 'myopic'. 

He said: “Gatwick is not a 
long-term solution and 
Howard Davies must 
explain to the people of 
London how he can possible 
envisage that an expansion 
of Heathrow, which would 
create unbelievable levels of 
noise, blight and pollution, 
is a better idea than a new 
airport to the east of London 
that he himself admits is 
visionary and which would 
create the jobs and growth 
this country needs to remain 
competitive. 

“It remains the only credi¬ 
ble solution, any process 
that fails to include it ren¬ 
ders itself pretty much irrel¬ 
evant and I'm absolutely 
certain that this is the option 
that will eventually be cho¬ 
sen.” 

Sir Howard said: “There 
will be those who argue that 
the commission lacks ambi¬ 
tion and imagination. We 
are ambitious for the right 
solution. The need for addi¬ 
tional capacity is urgent. 

“We need to focus on solu¬ 
tions which are deliverable, 
affordable and set the right 
balance for the right balance 
for the future of aviation in 
the UK.”

We also 
have mailing lists of all the 
people who have ever 
attended our business 
forum. I think businesses 
out there need to know the 
cost to them isn't as great as 
they may think.” 

Council leader Colin 
Riley (Con) said: “Not 
everyone these days can or 
indeed wants to go to uni¬ 
versity to Castle Point 
Council is delighted to be 
working with LifeSkills and 
the Yellow Advertiser in this 
great campaign, opening up 
apprenticeships for those 
who wish to take advantage 
of them. 

“We will be making a

with blonde hair. 

“This happened close to 
Iceland on London Road and if 
anyone has any information that 
could assist me I would like to 
ask them to call me.” Mr 
Deacon can be contacted at 
Southend CID on 101.

Details of misconduct 
by coroner withheld 



RULING: The JCIO has withheld information about 
misconduct committed by coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray

A PUBLIC body has refused to 
release details of 'misconduct' 
committed by the Essex chief 
coroner. 

The Judicial Conduct 
Investigations Office (JCIO) 
withheld basic details of a rul¬ 
ing against Caroline Beasley- 
Murray, claiming they were 
'personal information'. 

The (JCIO) ruled in May that 
Ms Beasley-Murray had 
improperly delayed an inquest 
and failed to keep 'interested 
parties' notified about the case. 
'Interested parties' include the 
deceased person's loved ones 
and witnesses in the case. 

The Lord Chancellor and the 
Lord Chief Justice concluded 
that her actions had amounted 
to 'misconduct' and gave her an 
official warning. 

But the JCIO refused to 
answer questions about the case, 
such as how the coroner had 
delayed the inquest, why it 
believed she had done so and 
why it concluded that this 
amounted to misconduct. 

Coroners services nationally 
are under increasing pressure to 
deal with more cases with 
increasingly limited resources. 

It also refused to answer ques¬ 
tions about whether it had inves¬ 
tigated or sanctioned the coro¬ 
ner in the past. 

The Yellow Advertiser 


requested the information under 
Freedom of Information in June. 

The JCIO finally wrote to the 
YA last week saying it would not 
releaase the answers to ques¬ 
tions because the answers con¬ 
stituted 'personal information'. 

The JCIO said it would be 'un¬ 
fair' to disclose the information 
and that it was 'confidential'. 

The YA has appealed against 
the decision. 

It told the JCIO: “Ms Beasley- 
Murray, when performing her 
duties as Essex coroner, does 
not act in a personal capacity. 
She is there on the taxpayers' 
time, serving taxpayers. 
Nothing she does in her capaci¬ 
ty as coroner can be reasonably 
described as personal. 

“It is also ridiculous to sug¬ 
gest that the information could 
be considered confidential, 


when this investigation has been 
funded by taxpayers and carried 
out in the public interest.” 

The YA exclusively revealed 
in June that Ms Beasley-Murray 
had received the warning over 
her conduct in the inquest of 
Edward Gillespie, 38, of 
Rosslyn Crescent, Luton. 

Mr Gillespie's body was recov¬ 
ered from water at Roydon 
Marina Village, Harlow, on 
January 26, 2013. He had gone 
missing from an office Christmas 
party at the Roydon Marina Hotel 
on December 21, 2012. 

In a statement issued in June, 
the coroner's office blamed the 
delayed inquest on witnesses 
and insisted the family was now 
happy with the coroner's con¬ 
duct, but said the coroner would 
not be challenging the miscon¬ 
duct ruling.

Held to 
account over 
floods 

THE public in the packed 
gallery for the August 26 spe¬ 
cial scrutiny meeting about the 
recent flooding on Canvey and 
parts of the mainland were in 
an angry and distressed mood 
as they listened to officers and 
councillors. 

They heard that the preventa¬ 
tive work was split between 
multiple agencies and in many 
cases, was inadequate or sim¬ 
ply not done. The chief execu¬ 
tive, David Marchant, stated 
that Castle Point had no-one 
employed to check whether the 
various agencies were doing 
what they should. 

Armed with advice from the 
Shadow Communities Minister, 
I wrote to Mr Marchant eight 
days earlier with a list of five 
questions, some of which have 
now been answered by the head 
of environment. 

Trudy Bragg says that fol¬ 
lowing the Pitt Review in 
2007, the subsequent Flood 
and Water Management Act of 
2010 created the role of Lead 
Local Flood Authorities. In 
Essex, this is the County 
Council and our local enforce¬ 
ment powers for dealing with 
obstructed water courses have 
been transferred to them. They 
are also the Sustainable Urban 
Drainage Systems (SUDS) 
Approval Body, meant to 
ensure responsible planning 
approvals. 


County has the co-ordinating 
role and arranges meetings of 
the Essex Flood Partnership 
which includes all the flood 
risk management agencies in 
Essex, to "ensure a joined up 
approach". 

The overwhelming impres¬ 
sion in the public gallery was 
that there was much buck 
passing, talk and meetings but 
not enough decisive action. 

I asked why Castle Point 
applied the punitive empty 
properties council tax to resi¬ 
dents in disaster distress when 
this was originally designed to 
free up vacant properties. 

It seems that current policy 
is that this should be covered 
by insurance but I hope they 
can be persuaded to have a 
rethink. 

Given the County Council’s

Niche work 
if you can 
get it 

AS I am sure you are aware, 
there have been many surveys 
into the future of the high 
street and retail trade. The 
general consensus is that 
online shopping will dominate 
the future and that town cen¬ 
tres will have a different func¬ 
tion. 


In Basildon, the need is not 
for more shops, but for more 
housing. There are acres of 
wasted space in the town cen¬ 
tre, both in the empty shops 
and on the floors above. In 
redeveloping the area con¬ 
cerned is it not possible to 
capitalise on the ground space 
by building mutli-storeyed 
apartments with small, spe¬ 
cialist retail outlets below? 

The entrepreneurs of the dis¬ 
trict could offer niche market 
services which are not easily 
available elsewhere and are 
too specialised to be bought 
online.

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Policing goes local 


ESSEX Police has changed the 
way it will be working across 
the county. Each of the ten 
policing districts will now have 
a team of officers responsible 
for responding to and investi¬ 
gating crime under the name of 
Local Policing Teams. 

They will work from local sta¬ 
tions and have a 24-hour 
response seven days a week to 
incidents. 

The changes will see 500 offi¬ 
cers being put under the control 
of police commanders in each 
area instead of being co-ordi¬ 
nated from a central base. 

The reorganisation recognises 
the importance of local polic¬ 


ing, accountability to communi¬ 
ties and a stronger understand¬ 
ing of local issues. 

Each of the hubs will be head¬ 
ed by a local inspector who will 
be responsible for working with 
partnership organisations to 
tackle local problems like anti 
social behaviour and drug and 
alcohol abuse. 

Chief constable Stephen 
Kavanagh said local policing is 
at the heart of how he wants to 
see the counties force evolve. 

He said: “The changes we are 
making demonstrate our com¬ 
mitment to local policing. 

“The development of local 
teams, supported by the new 


policing hubs, recognise the 
fact that communities want offi¬ 
cers with good local knowledge 
who really understand their 
local issues.” 

Nick Alston, police and crime 
commissioner for Essex Police 
said he welcomed the new 
localised model of policing. 

Mr Alston said: “I'm pleased 
that Essex Police has been con¬ 
sulting widely with local stake¬ 
holders about these plans. 

“At the heart of the Police and 
Crime Plan for Essex is the con¬ 
cept of local solutions for local 
problems, and I know chief 
constable Kavanagh remains 
committed to this approach.”

BEFORE I GO TO SLEEP (15,92 mins) 

T HERE has been a rich harvest 
of taut thrillers in 2014, includ¬ 
ing the independent American 
features Blue Ruin and Cold In July 
and gritty British films Locke and 
Starred Up. 

With David Fincher's adaptation of 
Gone Girl looming on the horizon, 
this is undoubtedly a year when 
audiences will catch themselves 
returning to filthy habits and furious¬ 
ly biting their nails in the dark of an 
unbearably tense cinema. 

Before I Go To Sleep is guaran¬ 
teed to jangle nerves and drop a 
few jaws as summer mellows into 
autumn. 

Based on SJ Watson's bestselling 
novel, this ingenious thriller places 
us in exactly the same hellish 
predicament as the heroine, who 
wakes up each morning without any 
memory of the past, including her 
own identity. 

Through the eyes of this terrified 
wife, we absorb scraps of informa¬ 
tion from supposedly reliable 
sources and try to piece together 
the truth, unsure if writer-director 


Rowan Joffe is leading us a merry, 
sadistic dance. 

Following a car accident, 47-year- 
old Christine Lucas (Nicole Kidman) 
is diagnosed with anterograde 
amnesia. 

Each morning, she wakes in a 
strange bed next to a man she does 
not know and creeps into the adja¬ 
cent bathroom where a series of 
photographs on the wall begin to fill 
in the blanks, letting her know that 
the man is her husband Ben (Colin 
Firth) and they have shared many 
happy years together. 

"You store up information for a 
day, wake up, and it's all gone," 
explains Ben, whose love for his 
wife holds strong. 

He leaves for work and Christine 
continues to learn about her past 
from information in the house. 

Then she receives a mysterious 
telephone call from someone called 
Dr Nash (Mark Strong), who 
instructs her to look in the 
wardrobe. 

"We've been keeping a video 
diary. I'm not sure Ben knows," con¬ 
fides the medic. 

The subsequent footage casts 


doubt on the facts that underpin 
Christine's fragile existence. 

"Don't trust anyone!" whispers 
Christine to herself in the video 
diary, tears glistening in her eyes. 

As Christine reconnects with Claire 
(Anne-Marie Duff), who is suppos¬ 
edly her best friend, contradictory 
testimonies drive her to the brink of 
insanity. 

Before I Go To Sleep drip-feeds us 
fragmented flashbacks, clouding our 
judgement of characters as they orbit 
Christine, purportedly out of love. 

Kidman captures the fragility of a 
woman at the mercy of her condi¬ 
tion, who knows she must stare into 
the abyss before sleep robs her of a 
day's detective work. 

Firth and Strong offer sterling sup¬ 
port and Joffe cranks up the tension 
masterfully with each hairpin twist. 

The guessing game of who to 
trust is part of the film's diabolical 
appeal and the script engineers 
some wonderful bluffs until a gasp- 
inducing big reveal that should have 
audiences teetering precariously on 
the edge of their seats.

Q. Is it true that estate agents have to 
belong to an ombudsman scheme, but 
lettings agents don’t? And if so, why? 

A. You’re right. In October 2008, it was made 
compulsory for all estate agents to register with an 
officially authorised ombudsman scheme - but 
lettings and property management agents were 
indeed (if you’ll pardon the pun) let off. 

Precisely why this anomaly was created in the first place was never adequately 
explained by the powers-that-be, and indeed most responsible bodies within the 
industry have been calling for it to be removed ever since. After all, why should buyers 
and sellers enjoy access to a free, fair and independent complaints-handling system, but 
not landlords and tenants? 

Still, the good news is that all this is, finally, about to change... 

Up till now, while accepting the principle of a compulsory redress scheme for the lettings 
and property management sector, and stipulating that any such scheme must be 
impartial, easily accessible and free for complainants, the Government has nevertheless 
rather dragged its feet as far as actual implementation is concerned. 

But not any more. The uncertainty is finally over. It has just been announced that the new 
compulsory ombudsman regime for the lettings sector will begin on October 1. If any 
firm is subsequently found not to be registered with one of the three official schemes, it 
will be liable for a fine of up to £5,000, with local councils’ trading standards offices 
responsible for policing the law. The Government has also stipulated that full data about 
complaints received and dealt with must be published in the annual reports of the three 
schemes involved - the Property Redress Scheme, Ombudsman Services Property and 
The Property Ombudsman. 

The aim of this move, which will undoubtedly be welcomed not only by the industry’s 
main trade bodies but also by all reputable property professionals, is to provide a service 
of impartial dispute resolution when complaints are raised about letting or management 
agents - complaints which in the eyes of the person doing the complaining have not 
been dealt with satisfactorily by the firm concerned. What this means in practice is that 
as with existing schemes covering sales agents, you won’t just be able to take your beef 
straight to the ombudsman, without first having exhausted the firm’s own internal 
complaints handling procedures. 

So, a rather more level playing field for landlords and tenants. And not before time.

Landlord Question 

Is PAT Testing Compulsory for rental properties? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on 'movable' items such as kettles, 
microwaves, Hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee machines and many electricians will tell you they must 
be carried out before tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be carried out, something the 
government recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property must be safe to use and that it’s 
the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too. 

Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend landlords make a visual 
inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or 
that plugs are damaged. It is also recommended that any new items feature the CE’ kite mark which is the 
manufacturer’s claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not law. But most experts 
agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50-£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to 
complete PAT checks is worth it. 

A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and then catch fire then being 
able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently (every two years for smaller items and four years for larger 
ones) would help matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move in but don’t rely on them 
alone - they should not be completed instead of a visual check but rather as a back up.

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Nissan turns up heat with fire-breathing 370Z

NISSAN has turned up the heat 
on its fiery Nismo line-up with 
the arrival of an updated 370Z 
version. 

Following in the tracks of the 
flagship GT-R Nismo, the new 
370Z heralds a raft of design 
and engineering upgrades and 
is the sportiest 370Z to date. 

Due to hit the streets next 
month, the newcomer from 
Nissan Motorsports International 
has been extensively reworked 
to deliver a sharper and more 
engaging driving experience. 

And with a bolder, more 
powerful new look, it has even 
greater kerb appeal. 

The front bumper has been 
completely redesigned and 
features a larger air intake, 
additional air inlets ahead of the 
wheel arch and new LED 
daytime running lights. 

Other updates include the 
introduction of black headlamp 
bezels, special red Nismo trim at 
the base of the bumper, 
redesigned side sill and door 
mirror and special Nismo 
badging. 

The revised Z car also features 
new 19-inch Rays alloy wheels 


finished in black and silver. 

At the rear, the new version 
features a smaller spoiler that 
works in tandem with the new 
front bumper to create 
significantly more downforce 
when driving at speed.

MG looks to next 90 years

DEVOTION to a famous 
British brand which started 
out 90 years ago showed no 
sign of abating when an 
estimated 15,000 people 
gathered to celebrate MG’s 
special birthday. 

The event, organised by 
the MG Car Club, saw 
around 6,000 cars gather 
over the course of the two- 
day celebration at the 
Silverstone racing circuit in 
Northamptonshire. 

The club, which was 
founded in 1930, organises 
just such a gathering every 
year, but this year’s 90th 
anniversary event had 
added significance. 

MG Motor was backing 
the event too, offering MG 
fans the opportunity to go 
on an interactive journey 
with ‘MG Motor: The Next 
Ninety Years’ - taking them 
behind the scenes of the 
company and offering a 
glimpse into its future. 

The annual event sees MG 
owners from around the 
world gathering to show off 
their heritage cars spanning 
the whole of MG’s 90-year 
history. 

This year the MG Car Club 
organised a special timeline 
featuring models from every 
stage of the car-maker’s 
history. 

The famous MG initials 
were chosen by Cecil 


Kimber, the founder of MG, 
who chose them as a “nod” 
to William Morris, his 
employer, and the owner of 
Morris Garages. 

The first cars which were 
rebodied Morris models 
used coachwork from 
Carbodies of Coventry and 
were built in premises in 
Alfred Lane, Oxford. 

A few years later, in 1924, 
Kimber designed the 14/28 
Super Sports model, the first 
true MG, and the car that 
premiered the octagonal 
logo. The firm soon became 
known for its “affordable 
performance” cars. 

After operating from a 
number of homes in and 
around Oxford MG moved 
to its permanent home in 
Abingdon, Oxfordshire. 

The first MGs built in 
Birmingham at Longbridge 
were the MG1100/1300 
family in 1962 and MG 


models were also produced 
in Cowley in Oxford. 

MG built is millionth car, an 
MGB, in 1975. 

Over the course of its 
history it became part of 
Morris Motors, BMC, British 
Ley land and BAE, before 
being bought by BMW in 
1994. 

In 2000, MG Rover Group 
was formed following 
separation from the BMW 
Group and production of the 
MG TF began. 

In April 2005 MG Rover 
Group entered 
administration and the brand 
was purchased by NAC, 
which later merged with 
China’s largest car maker 
SAIC 

In May 2011, the MG6 GT, 
the first all-new MG in 16 
years was launched and the 
company recently entered 
the supermini market with its 
new MG3.

Brown bemoaned the penalty that 
never was: “When [Argyle's] Marvin 
Morgan admits it was a penalty - 
okay - it's easily said - but why 
wouldn't the ref give a penalty if the 
linesman has?And, then [at the end] 
it's a second yellow card for Hartley 
and he books someone else. It com¬ 
pletely bewildered me how he [the 
ref] managed to officiate the game. I 
think if had remained 11 versus 11, 
we would have won the game'. 

Argyle manager, John Sheridan, 
added: “It was a difficult game 
today and we played 90 minutes 
against one of the best teams in the 
division. I was very pleased with the 
way we went about the game - and 
to win two-nil is a just reward. 


“The sending-off obviously 
changes the way you play - but the 
disappointing thing is that we didn't 
open them up straight away - as 
with the ten men, I thought they 
were the better team. 

“We made a change at the break, 
made them chase the ball and to get 
the two goals and see the game 
through - keeping a clean sheet, too 
- is pleasing.”
